Province unveils new 
plan to reduce smoking 


O Nova Scotia spends approximately 
$3.6 million annually on tobacco 
reduction initiatives

Amending the Smoke Free 
Places Act and encourag¬ 
ing smolce-free housing are 
just some of the compo¬ 
nents of the province’s 
five-year tobacco strategy 
announced yesterday. 

Health and Wellness 
Minister Maureen Mac¬ 
Donald said the province 
will reduce the smoking 
rate among 20- to 24-year- 
olds by 20 per cent in 2016 
and aims to reduce the 
number of teens smoking 
from 15 per cent to 10 per 
cent. 

The strategy would po¬ 
tentially see vendors fac¬ 
ing tougher penalties for 
selling to minors, such as 
immediate suspensions of 
their tobacco license, said 


Dr. Robert Strang, chief 
public health officer. 

The strategy also in¬ 
cludes amending the 
Smoke Free Places Act to 
prohibit smoking on 
school grounds and on 
Capital District Health Au¬ 
thority properties, as well 
as encouraging landlords 
to provide more smolce- 
free housing options, Mac¬ 
Donald said yesterday. 

MacDonald said a social 
media campaign targeted 
at teens ages 15 to 18 was 
launched in January, but 
didn’t say if other plans 
would be implemented 
this year. 

The province’s previous 
strategy was implemented 
in 2001 and ended in 2006. 
Diana Whalen, MLA for 
Halifax Clayton Park, said 
the four-year hiatus was 
too long to wait.

The race for Dartmouth-

More than 60 years ago, 
when 21-year-old Princess 
Elizabeth wed her naval 
officer suitor, the royal 
nuptials were captured on 
black-and-white footage 
that had to be put on a 
plane and flown to Cana¬ 
da so that citizens could 
watch newsreels of the 
joyous occasion. 

Thirty years ago, when 
Queen Elizabeth’s son, 
Prince Charles, wed Lady 
Diana Spencer in an opu¬ 
lent ceremony at St. Paul’s 
Cathedral, the fairytale 
splendour was broadcast 
live on television to an es¬ 
timated 750 million peo¬ 
ple around the world. 
However it notably 
missed large regions of 
the globe including Chi¬ 
na, Soviet Russia and 


parts of Africa, notes Eu¬ 
gene Berezovsky of the 
Monarchist League of 
Canada. 

Tomorrow, when Char¬ 
les’s son Prince William 
marries his university 
sweetheart Kate Middle- 
ton, the much-heralded 
event will be beamed in¬ 
stantly to an estimated 
two billion TV watchers 
and tweeted, blogged and 
streamed to an estimated 
half-billion more online. 

“It’s going to be really 
hard living in the U.S. or 
Canada to probably go 
through two days without 
seeing a portion of this,” 
says media expert Robert 
Thompson, director of the 
Bleier Center for Televi¬ 
sion and Popular Culture 
at Syracuse University. 


So much has changed 
in the way media covers 
live events in the past 
three decades. 

This year, most major 
networks are offering live 
streaming in addition to 
live TV coverage, begin¬ 
ning as early as 2 a.m. ET. 

Meanwhile, palace offi¬ 
cials are offering four 
hours of live streaming on 
YouTube that will include 
the ceremony at Westmin¬ 
ster Abbey, the procession 
to Buckingham Palace and 
the newlyweds’ balcony 
appearance when they’re 
expected to share their 
first public kiss. 

William’s press office is 
also set to provide a live 
blog with commentary 
and additional footage.

Air Canada’s rebranding of 
its regional service is set to 
take flight Sunday with the 
launch of Air Canada Ex¬ 
press service between Mon¬ 
treal and Billy Bishop 
Toronto City airport. 

Sky Regional will begin 
contracted service with 
five slightly used Q400 air¬ 
craft. But the fleet of 120 
Jazz planes owned by Cho¬ 
rus Aviation will gradually 
get new colours as they 
come in for maintenance, 
as will the 15 new Bom¬ 
bardier Q400s on order. 

Non-unionized Sky Re¬ 
gional is one of several 
small carriers that have 
contracts with Canada’s 
largest airline. It has 30 
flight attendants and 30

pilots. 

Ben Smith, Air Canada’s 
chief commercial officer, 
said bookings for the new 
service are running as 
planned. About 60 per cent 
of passengers are expected 
to be corporate customers. 

To compete with Porter 
Airlines, which also oper¬ 
ates from the Toronto is¬ 
land airport, the new 
service will offer bever¬ 


ages and food. And passen¬ 
gers will have the flexibili¬ 
ty to fly into the island 
airport, but out of Pearson 
International. 

In addition to creating a 


unified regional service, Air 
Canada is looking at the vi¬ 
ability of a low-cost carrier 
and is holding discussions 
with its labour unions.

iPhones track hotspots, not users: Apple 


Apple Inc.’s iPhones do not 
store a record of their users’ 
movements for up to a year, 
the company said yester¬ 
day. Rather, they store a list 
of Wi-Fi hotspots and cell 
towers in their general area. 

The company promised 
software fixes to address 
privacy concerns raised last 
week after a report from re¬ 
searchers Alasdair Allan and 
Pete Warden at a technolo¬ 
gy conference in Santa 
Clara, Calif. 

The data in question, 
downloaded from Apple, 
help the phone figure out 
its location without having 
to listen for faint signals 
from GPS satellites. That 
means navigation applica¬ 
tions can present the 
phone’s location faster and 



more accurately, Apple said. 

The data are stored for 
up to a year because of a 
software error, the compa¬ 
ny added. There’s no need 
to store data for more than 
seven days, and a software 


update in the next few 
weeks will limit the 
amount of data in that file. 

The iPhone will also stop 
backing up the file to the 
user’s computer, a practice 
that also raised some con¬ 


cerns. Computers are much 
more vulnerable to remote 
hacking attempts than are 
phones. 

Apple said that while 
iPhones regularly transmit 
their location to Apple, they 
do so only anonymously, 
and the company isn’t able 
to track users.

no tangible profits. For 
bands on a North American 
tour, getting to Halifax is a 
schlep, so booking a band 


that appeases a paying audi¬ 
ence and won’t bankrupt 
your promotions company 
can be a Catch-22, says Son¬ 
ic Entertainment owner 
Louis Thomas. 

“What we end up doing 
is over-paying for talent so 
ticket prices are higher to 
cover the costs. Then 
there’s less demand be¬ 
cause the ticket price is too 
high,” Thomas said. 

A scenario all too famil¬ 
iar to local company Power 
Promotional Events. Dismal 
ticket sales forced owner 
Harold MacKay to cancel 
day two of last summer’s 


Halifax Rocks concert. Ac¬ 
cording to Nick Farlcas, di¬ 
rector of talent buying for 
Evenlco, a Montreal-based 
promotions company, a day 
that included Kid Rock and 
Counting Crows on the 
same bill should have been 
a red flag. 

“Just because you have a 
couple of good bands, it 
doesn’t necessarily mean 
that they work well togeth¬ 
er,” MacKay says, “ftyou put 
two acts together on a bill 
you can alienate both audi¬ 
ences and nobody shows 
up.” 

Coordination and tim¬ 


ing, Thomas says, can force 
the hand of any promoter. 

“It turns into a situation 
where you’re under pres¬ 
sure to announce the show 
with enough time to mar¬ 
ket and promote,” he says. 
“Talent becomes unavail¬ 
able, forcing you to go with 
talent that is expensive and 
doesn’t warrant the price 
you have to pay. I expect 
that that is the situation 
Harold (MacKay) got into.” 

Common theme: “You 
need to know your mar¬ 
kets”, Farlcas says. “It’s the 
difference between 1+1=10 
and 1+1=-10,000.”

As the Royal wedding date 
approaches, speculation is 
mounting about which de¬ 
signer is secretly putting 
the finishing touches to 
Kate Middleton’s dress. It 
was exactly the same 
when designers David and 
Elizabeth Emanuel were 
creating Lady Diana 
Spencer’s famous wedding 
dress. 

The design of her dress 
was to be so top secret that 
they created a second 
‘stunt’ dress for her to 
wear in case the design 
was leaked. Metro met 
with Elizabeth Emanuel to 
learn more about what it 
was like trying to keep 
1981’s biggest secret. 


What lengths did the press go 
to in order to try to get their 
scoop? 

The press staked out the 
studio, they rummaged 
through the rubbish bins 
and continually called us¬ 
ing lines like, ‘Their jobs 
were on the line and if 
they didn’t get the infor¬ 
mation, they’d have to pull 
their kids out of school 
and they’d be forced to 
move!’ 

How did you keep the dress 
safe? 

There was no Royal proto¬ 
col, no contracts, no secre¬ 
cy rules but we made a 
completely different spare 
dress, and we had a safe 
delivered to keep the dress 
in, which was interesting. 
We hoped no one would 
notice but there were 




about 400 people watching 
and we couldn’t get it 
through the door, so we it 
had to hoik it up through 
the first floor window. It 
was a complete fiasco. 


How was it when Princess Di¬ 
ana visited the studio? 

Mostly she came alone but 
sometimes she came with 
her sister, bridesmaids or 
mum and we all sat on the

floor and looked at sketch¬ 
es — it was all quite infor¬ 
mal. We did a lot of 
research on royal wedding 
dresses and she went 
through our rail and there 
was one style that looked 
really nice on her that 
looked frighteningly close 
to what we actually did. 

How did you decide on a 25 
foot train (7.62 metres)? 


Well, we did some re¬ 
search and it said some¬ 
where the longest Royal 
train to date was 23 feet 
(7.01 metres), so we decid¬ 
ed to go the extra two feet. 

What accessories did you pro¬ 
duce? 

We made an overskirt in 
case Diana spilt anything 
as well as a parasol and the 
shoes. We carried smelling 


salts. We also did small 
things like put a heart on 
the hanger and a little blue 
bow inside the dress — 
you know the saying, 
‘something borrowed, 
something blue...’ 

How much did you charge for 
the gown? 

We charged a thousand 
guineas ($1,600 CDN) for 
the dress and the brides¬ 
maids’ dresses. But in reali¬ 
ty it was a lot of work and 
it didn’t really cover it. I 
would have done it for 
nothing but my Dad said, 
‘It’s not right you saying 
have it for nothing’. 

How did designing the dress 
change your life? 

We were propelled into a 
different sphere. We made 
a perfume, bed linens and 
a copy of the dress for 
Madame Tussauds, on Di¬ 
ana’s request. The dress set 
new bridal trends because 
it broke away from tradi¬ 
tional styles.

Thinking of mounting 
your flat-screen LCD, LED, 
plasma or 3-D TV on the 
wall? 

Wall mounting is a 
great way to get your 
home theatre looking fab¬ 
ulous, and it’s an easy do- 
it-yourself project that 
can be done in just a cou¬ 
ple of hours. 

Here are the basics of a 
typical mount installation 
project. 

1. Select a location on the 
wall where you want the 
TV to hang. Mounting a TV 
at eye level will help to 
avoid neck and eye strain. 


2. Use a stud finder to lo¬ 
cate wood studs in the 
wall. 

3. Attach the mount to the 
back of your TV using the 
holes provided by the TV 
manufacturer. 

4. Pre-drill holes into the 
wall studs using the 
mount’s wall plate as a 
guide. Secure the wall 
plate to the studs. 

Note: If your walls are 
concrete or brick, insert a 
concrete anchor into each 
drill hole until it’s flush 
with the wall. 

If your wall has metal 
studs, ask the mount mak¬ 
er if they offer adapter kits 
— most do. 


5. Attach the mount (with 
the TV attached) to the 
wall plate. 

Your installation may 
have slightly different re¬ 
quirements. 

Remember to follow 
the manufacturer’s direc¬ 
tions for proper mount in¬ 
stallation. 

For help selecting a 
compatible wall mount for 
your TV, ask your local 
electronics retailer for 
their suggestion. 

Or, try one of the many 
online mount finder tools 
available, such as the one 
from mount manufacturer 
Sanus (which is available 
at sanus.com).
